The others 
are large bankers, political econo- 
mists and meat and grain producers 
of the north and middle west, who 
were theorists and without practical 
knowledge sufficient to make even 
good ‘guesses.’ ” 

Mr. McLean then asserted that in 
1921 and in 1922 it was estimated 
that 6,000,000 bales of cotton were 
destroved by the boll weevil. said 


_that the consensus of opinion is that 


the recent mild winter may cause the 
weevil to do even greater damage this

Coughing is a different phenome- 
It is possible that a cough may 
occasionally have prophylactie value. 
Certainly a fair amount of coughing 
is rather to be encouraged in the ad- 
vanced stage of many acute diseases 
of the lower respiratory tract, though 
not in the acute inflammatory stage. 
Here is where many misinformed peo- 
ple make a serious mistake; they 
cough with unnecessary vigor and

even alacritvy in the acute inflamma- 


tory stage when they should strive to 
avoid coughing; in the later stage of 
resolution they take a drug which 
suppresses cough when they should be 
taking full advantage of the privilege 
and benefit of coughing. That is 
what my cough medicine formula is 
for. It helps coughing. I am not 
going to reprint the formula. But I 
will be glad to. give the formula to 
anyone who asks for it by mail, with 
the clear understanding that the 
cough medicine doesn't cure anything. 
It neither kills nor cures, 

Pulmonary tuberculosis is one dis- 
ease in which coughing is best re- 
strained, as a rule. ‘The only helpful 
or useful coughing in: this disease is 
that which doctors term “productive.” 
A productive cough brings up sputum, 
This does not mean that it is advis- 
able to try to force up sputum when- 
ever the impulse to cough comes, be- 
fore the sputum is ready to come up 
with little coughing. One with tu- 
berculosis should and must practice 
suppressing the impulse to cough un- 
necessarily. Every unnecessary cough 
disturbs and impedes the natural heal- 
ing process in the lung. 

Part of the technic of rest which 
the consumptive who intends to re: 
cover must study and strive to mas- 
ter for himself consists of the control 
of cough. The constant supervision 
and guidance of the doctor is of great 
importance here. Often the doctor 
will give medicines to help the patient 
to gain control of the cough. A good 
doctor’s judgment is indispensable, 
and the intelligent use of medicines 
to meet individual requirements is 
highly essential in the suecessful bat- 
tle against tuberculosis, notwithstand- 
ing the notion of “keeping away from 
doctors and medicines and getting 
plenty of fresh air, good food and 
sunshine.” 

It is scareely necessary to mention 
that one with tuberculosis must never 
fail to cover nose-and mouth with 
gauze or handkerchief or a paper or 
cloth when coughing.

Both Mr. Franck and Mr. Huysman 
are Flemings, put tne debate and, in- 
cidentally, the challenge, was uttered 
in French, M. Franck is a “flamin- 
cant,’ the militant leader of the 
Klemish movement, who wants to see 
his native tongue placed on a basis 
of equality with French in the Flem- 
ish provinces. Four million Belgians 
are Flemish and four million are Wal- 
loons. The former speak a language 
which in literature and history cor- 
responds with the Dutch language 
and’ the latter speak French. 

University is Pivot. 

The University of Ghent has been 
the pivot for centuries around which 
the whole Flemish movement turned. 
A bill was pending ut the outbreak of 
the war to gradually transform it into 
a Flemish institution. 

In 1915 the Germans thought that 
M. Franck, the leader of the move- 
ment, and the other flamingants would 
welcome their intervention in favor 
of the project and announced — the 
‘“flamingization” of the university. 

Their sudden warm concern for the 
Flemings deceived no one, least of all 
the Flemings themselves. Franck, 
deputy for Antwerp and burgomaster 
of that citv, went to Brussels and 
bluntly told Von Bissing, the gover- 
nor-general, that the Flemish question 
was one that concerned Belgians and 
not Germans. 

Franck is a lawyer and one of the 
rreatest orators of the chamber. Mr. 
Brand Whitlock, United States minis- 
ter to Belgium, described him as “a 
Flemish man of culture and erudj- 
tion.” who had “worked untiringly 
for his people and who bad rendered 
that were invalnable.”

‘The 
vil and steel shares were weakest 
with the rails making the best show- 
ing.

Jesse Livermore is generally ered- 
ited with being respunsible ter pound- 
ing the stocks which are showing the 
must weakness, But the facts are

lt is Roberts, who is now leading 
the bear forces. Koberts never plays 
any but the short side of the market. 
Four years be was a member of the 
stuck exchange and made a lot of 
money in the bear market which be 
gan in 1919, after which he sold his 
seat and went on a trip around the 
world. - 

Only recently he returned to New 
¥ork. He is not now a member of 
the exchange, but is playing the short 
side as an outsider, making bis head- 
quarters with one of the largest stock 
exchange firms. 

Within the past few days there has 
been some very good buying in the 
stock market by those who are re 
sponsible for the increased New York 
Central dividend. 

From the best information obtain- 
able these interests are figuring on 
getting stock prices higher during the 
summer dnd early fall months. 

Average wholesale commodities 
prices in England at the close of May 
stood at 159, against 161.4 at the 
close of April, the London board of 
trade announced today. 

This decline partly accounts for 
England's heavy increase in exports. 

For more than a year every offer- 
ing of new securities were over-sub- 
scribed. Unmistakable signs occurred 
that writing syndicates were finding 
it difficult to place new bonds in 
the hands of individual investors, and 
the offering of new securities which 
had been coming out in a flood 
stopped. ‘ 

Within the next two weeks offer- 
ings will be made of $175,000,000 new 
bonds. This indicates that bankers 
have advised industrial companies and 
railroads in need of additional work- 
ing capital, to take advantage of the 
enormous amount of idle funds in the 
country awaiting investment. 

United States Steel continues very 
heavy despite the reports that earn- 
ings for the current quarter are at an 
annual rate of between 16 and 17 per 
cent, with the first half of the year 
to show $6.25 earned for the common 
stock after allowing for all charges, 
including the preferred dividend. 

Continued weakness in steel is hav- 
ing a depressing effect on the market 
as a_ whole. 

Slowing down in the steel trade is 
one reason for the weakness in Steel 
common. 

Because of the memorial holiday, 
freight car loadings for the week 
ending June 2 show a decrease of §1,- 
98S compared with the previous week. 

Hlowever, for the first five months 
of the year a new high record was 
established, 19,967,813 against. 16,- 
606.236 for the corresponding period 
of 1922, and 15,457.784 for 1921. 

Speaking before the Association of 
Credit Men at Atlanta, Vice Presi- 
dent Powell, of the National Bank- 
ers’ associaticn, pointed out’ that 
while the railroads of the country 
were now handling an unprecedented 
traffic, it was believed that a still 
larger volume of business wiil be 


moved, and plans were being made 
accordingly. 

He said that by September 1, when 
the peak of traffic for the year would 
begin, the railroads would have their 
locomotives and freight cars in the 
best condition since before the war; 
that the railropds by that time would 
have stored as uch coal as possible 
for their own. needs, thus releasing 
equipment for other uses; that every- 
thing possible would be done to get 
wholesaleers and retailers to get in 
needed coal supydies during the sum- 
mer; that efforts would be made to 
increase the aveiage freight car load- 
ing to thirty tons which would be an 
increase of 10 per cent over the pres- 
ent movement. 

In trying to figure where New 
York Central should sell as a 7 per 
cent stock, the highest dividend paid 
since 1877, s° culative Wall street 
has turned to Ulinois Central as 
the closest parallel. 

That company pays 7 per cent, 
and like New York Central, has out- 
standing securities which are con- 
vertible into stock. 

This year’s high and for Illinois 
Central is 1117 1-2 and 105; for 1322, 
the figures are 1153-4 and 971-2; 
for 1921, 1001-2 and 851-2; for 
1920, 971-4 and 807-8; for 1919, 
104 and 857-8: for 1918, 1051-2 and 
92: for 1913, the year before the war, 
1287-8 and 1701-8.
